'Listen to lifeguards' 


REST BAY 
Lifeguards are urg¬ 
ing beach users to 
speak to lifeguards 
before entering the 
sea this summer 
and heed their 
warnings after an 
incident where a 
surfer had to be 
rescued off Rest 
Bay. 

On Friday June 29, at 
5.35pm, a 41-year-old 
male from London visit¬ 
ing o a stag party, surf¬ 
ing on a hire board, was 
in difficulties in the rip 
close to the point at Rest 
Bay. 

Despite signs and PA 
announcements warning 
of the danger, the current 
was too strong for him 
and he was unable to 
make it to shore unaid¬ 
ed. 

BCBC lifeguard Arran 
Bluck paddled to him on 
a rescue board as the 
man was in danger of 
being swept onto rocks. 
Arran got him onto the 
rescue board, and was 
able to paddle out to 
deeper water while Chris 
Page (driver) and Gavin 
Davies (crew, both life¬ 
guard club volunteers 
present at the time of the 
incident) launched the 
Surf Rescue IRB. 

The IRB crew were 
quickly on scene, taking 
the man onboard and 
returning him to the 
safety of the beach. 

Rest Bay Lifeguard 
Club captain Chris Page 
said: “Arran did an 


excellent job rescuing 
the man who was from 
London and visiting the 
beach with a stag party. 
He reached him quickly 
and got the man away 
from the rocks, which 
were likely to have 
caused him an injury. 

“We get a nasty cur¬ 
rent at Rest Bay which 
often catches people out 
and it’s important to stay 
in the flagged zones or 
directly in front of the 
lifeguard station when¬ 
ever the tide is too high 
for us to place flags on 
the beach. 

“This incident really 
highlights the impor¬ 
tance of speaking to the 
lifeguards, particularly 
when visiting an unfa¬ 
miliar beach. 

“If visiting a beach 
this summer, always 
choose one where there 
are lifeguards and swim 
between the red and yel¬ 
low flags. If you see the 
red flag flying, don’t go 
in the water. 

“Rest Bay, Sandy Bay 
and Trecco Bay all have 
full-time professional 
lifeguards employed by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
patrolling daily during 
the summer months 
between 10.30am and 
6pm, Monday-Friday, 
and 10am-6pm Saturday 
and Sunday. Pink Bay 
will be patrolled during 
the school summer holi¬ 
days.”

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Father served 
in Home Guard 

and also saw Hitler! 


A recent article in 
The GEM on June 
14 stated that the 
Home Guard 
known affectionate¬ 
ly as Dad’s Army - 
officially ‘stood 
down’ in 1945. 

However, GEM reader 
Mr Michael Butler, who 
lives in Bridgend, sent us 
a copy of a certificate 
from the War Office in 
London which was sent 
to his late father, George, 
which reads: “7 wish to 
express my sincere 
appreciation of the loyal 
and willing service which 
you gave to the country 
as an active member of 
the Home Guard during 
the period 1952-1956.” 

Mr Michael Butler 
said his father led an 
eventful life and even 
saw Hitler. 

He said: “My father 
was originally in The 
Buffs, a Kent regiment, 
and was in the expedi¬ 
tionary forces sent to 
Belgium. 

“He was in a battalion 
that was 20 over strength 
(1,021 men). 

“At the end of the 
fighting, there were only 
20 men left alive. They 
were ordered to surren¬ 
der by their officers. 

“My father was cap¬ 
tured in Belgium in 1940,

before the fall of 
Dunkirk.” 

Before his capture, 
George’s life was saved 
due to the fact that he had 
swapped his beret for a 
tin helmet. 

In the heat of battle he 
was hit by shrapnel, but 
the helmet saved his life. 

Mr Butler said: “When 
he was captured, he 
along with all the other 
troops, was taken to a 
large sports stadium and 
paraded in front of Hitler 
and other top Nazis. 

“They thought they 
had captured the cream 


of the British Army. In 
reality, the men they had 
caught had received only 
six weeks basic training 
and were poorly 
equipped. 

“He survived a 600- 
mile ‘death march’, in 
which the Germans shot 
anyone who couldn’t 
keep up, and ended up in 
a POW camp in Poland, 
Stalag XXA13. 

“His prisoner number 
was 12556. He managed 
to go AWOL three times 
and was warned that if he 
tried to escape again he 
would be shot. 

“He was liberated by 
the Americans and repa¬ 
triated back home. At the 
time, he weighed only six 
stone and was unfit for 
active service.” 

George saw many 
atrocities during his time 
as a POW, and Mr Butler 
added: “He never got 
over what he went 
through and what he saw 
as a prisoner of war.” 

When he returned 
home, he served in the 
Home Guard in Essex 
during the fifties. 

In the post war years, 
he worked at a Shell 
refinery, a Mobil Oil 
refinery and as a janitor 
at a tractor plant. George 
died in Essex in 2002.

Mrs Moon said: “I 
gave the cheque to one 
of the trustees, Roy, who 
told me that Bridgend is 
the biggest Foodbank in 
Wales and that recently 
Sainsbury’s had helped 


out by giving them the 
money from their store’s 
sale of plastic bags. The 
Foodbank has fed over 
3,000 people and the 
need is getting greater. 

“When shopping in 
your local supermarket 
look out for a big Green 
Box. These are food 
collection points for 
shoppers to donate 
tinned and dried food to 
the Foodbank, supplying 


emergency food to peo¬ 
ple in crisis. 

“If you are in need of 
help food vouchers can 
be exchanged for 3 days 
emergency food sup¬ 
plies. Food vouchers are

Computer phone scam warning 


FOLLOWING a 
police warning in 
The GEM last week 
(June 28) about a 
computer scam cur¬ 
rently in circula¬ 
tion, one lady has 
spoken out about 
her own experience 
as a further warn¬ 
ing to others. 

Loma Sanders, moth¬ 
er of GEM reporter 
Leigh, was caught out 
by one of the scammers 
pretending to be from a 
computer protection 
company warning her of 
“problems” with her lap¬ 
top that they could fix 
for a fee up front. 

After taking her bank 
and login details, they 


accessed her computer 
remotely and told her 
that they were solving 
the issues, “demonstrat¬ 
ing” to her programs that 
had “malfunctioned” 
while she watched. 

She told The GEM: 
“They were using jargon 
that to me was confus¬ 
ing. They were showing 
me internet systems that 
they were saying were 
faulty. It seemed very 
real to me, very plausi¬ 
ble. 

“I felt really unsettled 
afterwards. I didn’t real¬ 
ly know what I had com¬ 
mitted to. I spoke to sev¬ 
eral people from the so- 
called company and 
when I looked back at 
my notes I remembered 
they had spoken of com¬ 


puter ‘infections’ rather 
than ‘viruses’, which 
sounded out of place to 
me.

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‘Alarm’ over plans to restart 
opencast mining at Kenfig Hill 


WELSH Shadow 
Regeneration 
Minister Byron 
Davies has written 
to both councils 
involved with the 
restoration of the 
Margam Opencast 
site at Kenfig Hill 
after hearing that 
the owners may be 
planning to re-start 
mining operations. 

Mr Davies is alarmed 
by letters he has 
received from both 


Bridgend and Neath Port 
Talbot planners after he 
had contacted them 
regarding the start of 
work to reclaim the for¬ 
mer opencast site, previ¬ 
ously known as the Park 
Slip West Opencast 
mine. 

In almost identical 
replies, both councils 
told Mr Davies that SLR 
Consulting, who have 
been appointed by 
landowner Oak 
Regeneration, are due to 
make a planning applica¬ 
tion for the site in due 
course. Both councils 


stated that the proposal: 
“is likely to involve fur¬ 
ther mineral working at 
the site and a modified 
restoration strategy”. 

Mr Davies has also 
received a briefing note 
from SLR which states: 
“SLR are currently 
reviewing options for 
coal recovery as a west¬ 
erly extension of the site 
in a way which would 
seek to address concerns 
raised in response to a 
2007 planning applica¬ 
tion for a westerly exten¬ 
sion”. 

Mr Davies, who is a 


Plaudits for those who 
give round the clock care 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council and its 
partners have pub¬ 
licly thanked all 
the social workers, 
home care workers, 
foster carers, resi¬ 
dential care work¬ 
ers, charity sup¬ 
port workers, and 
more, who deliver 
round the clock 
care. 

Five per cent of the 
total workforce in Wales 
is involved in some 
form of social care, 
equivalent to a work¬ 
force of 88,000 people, 
and at any one time in 


Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough alone, some 3.5 
per cent of the local 
population will be 
receiving social care 
from BCBC and its 
partners. 

That can range from 
safeguarding children 
and vulnerable adults to 
providing practical help 
with daily living tasks 
to support people to be 
independent. 

When asked what he 
enjoys most about his 
job, social worker Julian 
Hardwick says that 
being able to empower 
people to regain control 
of their lives and main¬ 
tain their independence 
really motivates him. 

Julian said: “We

work with older people 
with a mental health 
diagnosis or a diagnosis 
of dementia. The nature 
of my job means that 
my days vary consider¬ 
ably - I have to be very 
flexible.” 


Welsh Conservative 
regional AM for South 
Wales West, said he was 
alarmed by the tone of 
all three documents: “I 
very much fear that 
attempts will be made to 
begin opencast mining at 
this site again, despite 
the fact that Celtic 
Energy’s last application 
to extend the mine in a 
westerly direction was 
turned down by both 
councils, by the Welsh 
Assembly after a public 
inquiry, and then reject¬ 
ed by the courts. 

“I have now written 
again to both councils 
seeking further informa¬ 
tion about what is going 
on. People in this area 
have put up with open¬ 
cast mining for more 
than 40 years. 

“It is time that this 
land, which includes a 
massive void containing 
120 feet of water, was 
restored. It was my 
understanding that Celtic 
Energy had mined right 
up to the western bound¬ 
ary of the land they were 
permitted to use under 
their previous planning 
consent, so it must be 
new land that they are 
considering mining now. 

“I am also not happy 
about the phrase used by 
planners which refers to 
a modified restoration 
strategy. As far as I am 
concerned, both councils 
should be seeking to 
enforce the terms of the 


planning consent which 
was granted to Celtic 
Energy to work the 
existing site. Nothing 
less is acceptable. 

“I know that restoring 
this site will be expen¬ 
sive but Celtic Energy 
knew from day one what 
was expected of them 
and provision should 
have been made within 
their financial strategy 
for money to be set aside 
for when mining opera¬ 
tions ceased and restora¬ 
tion could begin. 

“I am also concerned 
that this attempt to re¬ 
start mining could be yet 
another delaying tactic 
to put off the evil day 
when restoration work 
should begin. Putting in 
a new planning applica¬ 
tion will delay every¬ 
thing by months or even 
years, especially if it is 
refused and an appeal is 
lodged.” 

Mr Davies warned 
that planners should not 
be blackmailed into 
agreeing to more coal 
extraction by promises 
of leisure and housing 
developments on the 
site. 

“They should not fall 
for the old jam tomor¬ 
row routine,” he said. 
“There should be no car¬ 
rots dangled by develop¬ 
ers. They must be told in 
no uncertain terms to 
comply with the terms of 
their planning consent 
with no ifs or huts. 


“What happens to the 
land after restoration is 
another matter and can 
be the subject of a total¬ 
ly separate planning 
application that does not 
involve any further 
attempts to take coal 
from this already over¬ 
worked land.” 

Mr Davies said that 
although Tata Steel have 
shown an interest in 
using the void to take 
the waste from the pro¬ 
posed Margam Drift 
mine, this was by no 
means a certainty. 

“I recently met offi¬ 
cials of Tata and was 
told that no decisions 
about this mine have 
been taken. A further 
feasibility study is likely 
to be required before 
that happens. 

“While it may be sen¬ 
sible to use this void to 
take the waste from the 
new mine, I fear that this 
could cause years of 
delay to the restoration 
process. 

“Until there is a defi¬ 
nite decision to proceed 
with this mine, the plan¬ 
ners should not allow 
themselves to be dis¬ 
tracted and should 
require the site owners 
to press on with their 
restoration proposals and 
not wait for something 
that might never hap¬ 
pen,” he concluded.

Black hounds and winged 
serpents in the park ... 


THE old village of 
Porthkerry is situated 
on the western side of 
Barry, in the Vale of 
Glamorgan, and dates 
back to medieval 
times when Celtic 
tribes dwelt in the 
area. 

These people were 
often terrorised by pillag¬ 
ing Vikings who would 
raid the coastline. 
Cwmcidi, originally a 
medieval village in exis¬ 
tence before the 13 th 
Century, spanned 280 
acres of land, which con¬ 
tained a parish church. 

In 1622, Cwmcidi was 
known to contain five 
houses and a small 
dwelling site. But these 
had virtually disappeared 
by the 1840s when the 
Romilly family 

(landowners of the com¬ 
munity since 1412) 
cleared the area to create 
Porthkerry Park, which 
has been used by humans 
for centuries. 

They constructed a 
farm and cottages which 
housed employees such 
as foresters, stablehands, 
workers at the sawmill 
and meat leats by bleed¬ 
ing the woods and fields 
dry. 

The sawmill at 
Cwmcidi was built 
around 1835 by the 
Romilly family estate 
business with its first 
employee, Joseph 

Williams (a carpenter by 
trade) working the mill 
and its waterwheel until 
his death in 1880. 

Another gentleman 


named Joseph Williams 
then took over the busi¬ 
ness and created a black¬ 
smith and wheelwright 
shop. He was succeeded 
by his son George, who 
was the last person to 
man the mill until the 
1920s. 

The mill ceased trade 
from that point and it is 
reported that the aban¬ 
doned building was used 
as a local scout head¬ 
quarters, before being 
left to the elements. It 
was saved from deterio¬ 
ration in 1990. 

In 1588, a gentleman 
called Owen Williams 
purchased land below 
Barry Hill, where he con¬ 
structed a dwelling. One 
notable abode was 
named Cliffwood 

Cottage, which was built 
in 1583, housing its most 
famous occupant Ann 
Jenkin, who was eventu¬ 
ally convicted of practic¬ 
ing witchcraft. 

Another landmark 
which towers above the 
landscape of Porthkerry 
is the spectacular 
viaduct. It opened as a 
railway link to Barry on 
December 1, 1897. 

But disaster had 
already occurred in 1896 
when one the 13 arch¬ 
ways slipped, resulting in 
the line being closed on 
an immediate basis. 
During the time of its 
closure, this stone struc¬ 
ture was found to have 
unstable foundations and 
other faults, so during its 
time of repair, a loop line 
was created about 2Vz 


miles in a northerly 
direction. 

On January 8, 1900, 
the railway line opened 
to carry goods trains, and 
on January 9, steam 
trains were permitted to 
carry passengers. 

The park today is 
known for its golden 
stairs, which acquired its 
name from the rumoured 
golden coins buried 
beneath it during con¬ 
struction. This, and 
Cliffwood (a lowland 
wood on limestone rock) 
were designated an SSSI 
(Site of Special Scientific 
Interest) in 1962 and 
1983. 

The fable of a man and 
his servant travelling to 
visit a local witch to pur¬ 
chase a love potion has 
been deliberated for cen¬ 
turies. As they refused to 
hand over payment for 
the remedy, a curse was 
thrust upon them and 
they were never seen 
again. 

In their place two 
mysterious trees 

appeared, one tall and 
straight, the other shaped 
in a crooked way. Could 


Ann Jenkin from 
Cliffwood Cottage be the 
witch in question, who 
cast her spell over vic¬ 
tims eager to test her 
magical remedy, or just a 
myth passed down 
through time surrounded 
by mystery? 

A tale of intrigue 
involves the woodland 
where large black hounds 
with red piercing eyes 
accompanied by riders 
on horseback have been 
seen prowling the area at 
the dead of night, only to 
disappear in an instant. 

Why would fearsome 
creatures from a distant 
era want to roam this 
vicinity intent on terrify¬ 
ing people from the pres¬ 
ent? 

Legend maintains that 
winged serpents with 
jewel-laden wings hover 
around the area of the 
park, and if witnessed, 
are considered to bring 
good fortune to 
bystanders in the form of 
money or valuables. 

But fact or fiction? 
Only you can decide...

But, as it often does 
in the world of film, 
things don’t run quite as 
smoothly as the pair 
hoped when the thorny 
issue of the pair’s rela¬ 
tionship appears on the 
horizon... 

When Bridesmaids 
became a runaway suc¬ 
cess last summer, many

people suggested that it

While the set-up is a 
little different, there is 
little doubting the final 
outcome, but Westfeld 
throws in enough amus¬ 
ing moments to make 
the time pass easily 
enough (even if the final 
act does drag its heels a 
little as the film bounds 
towards its climax). 

Certainly the observa¬ 
tions and amusing dia¬ 
logue feels akin to the 
likes of Woody Allen, 
the setting a further nod 
to one of cinema’s most 
productive artists, but 
there is a modern sensi¬ 
bility that takes in the 
everyday concerns 
which gives the film a 
nice spark and engages. 

While not the laugh 
riot of the likes of 
Bridesmaids, Friends 
With Kids is still an 
amusing, well written 
film. 

VERDICT - Wry and 
well observed, and 
packed with likeable 
performances, Friends 
With Kids is well bal¬ 
anced, the laughs raised 
built on natural comedy 
and the concept of the 
21st century family. 
Jennifer Westfeld is a

There are two types of 
LPA: financial and wel¬ 
fare. Financial LPAs 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if, 
for example, they are ill 
or disabled and cannot 
act for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 


on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capacity 
to act for themselves, for 
example, in the case of a 
severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to apply 
to the Court of 
Protection for authority. 
This can be a distressing 
and lengthy process and 
is far more expensive 
than making an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

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CARDIFF AND THE VALE OF GLAMORGAN SCHOOLS’ 
CROSS -COUNTRY PRESENTATION EVENING 


TWO of the most 
exciting cross-coun¬ 
try talents to emerge 
from Vale secondary 
schools for a num¬ 
ber of years gained 
recognition for their 
fine performances 
last winter when 
Cardiff and the Vale 
of Glamorgan 
Schools Athletics 
Association held its 
Cross-Country 


Presentation 
Evening at Ysgol 
Gyfun Glantaf. 

The duo are Matthew 
Edwards (Barry 
Comprehensive) and Elbe 
Atkinson (Llantwit 
Major). 

For year-10 Ellie, her 
progress since December 
2011 has been almost an 
unbelievable fairly tale, 
one which included win¬ 
ning the Cardiff and the 
Vale Schools under-17 
title in early February, fin¬ 
ishing second in the Aviva 


Welsh Schools National 
under-17 race at the end 
of February before finish¬ 
ing as the first finisher for 
the national schools team 
at two internationals - 
over the country at the 
Aviva SIAB Schools’ 
international in Scotland 
in March and on the road 
at the Virgin Money 
Giving Mini Fondon 
Marathon. 

That progress was 
recognised with the award 
of a new trophy - the 
Andrew Ireland Memorial 


Cup for the outstanding 
girl. 

For older readers, the 
family name ‘Ireland’ will 
bring back fond memo¬ 
ries. Andrew, and his par¬ 
ents - Frank and Sally 
made a huge impact on 
athletics in Barry and 
Barry and Vale Harriers, 
the old South Glamorgan 
county, South Glamorgan 
and Cardiff and the Vale 
Schools, the Welsh AAA, 
the Welsh Cross-Country 
Association, the Athletics 
Association of Wales, and 


Welsh Schools. 

Andrew gained Welsh 
Schools international hon¬ 
ours while still a pupil at 
Barry Boys’ School in the 
1970s. Sadly, injury pre¬ 
vented him reaching his 
full potential as a senior 
athlete but, having studied 
at Caerleon College of 
Education, he qualified as 
a teacher and gained a 
post at Flanilltud Fawr 
Comprehensive in 
Flantwit Major. 

His contribution to the 
life of the school - aca¬ 


demic and in the extra¬ 
curricular athletics pro¬ 
gramme - was held in 
high regard and he was 
promoted to the post of 
Head of Fower School 
before leaving to pursue a 
new career in the Baptist 
ministry. Sadly, having 
suffered the death of both 
of his parents in recent 
years, Andrew was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer in 
November 2010 and died 
in July 2011, in his fifties. 

It was intended to pur¬ 
chase the trophy to mark 
his death so, at the 2012 
Presentation Evening, the 
Cup was awarded twice - 
the first time to 2011 
recipient, Kate Seary 
(Whitchurch), with Ellie’s 
name recorded on the 
engraving as the second 
holder, much to the 
delight of her PE teachers, 
Mrs Alison Rees and 
Miss Daniella Woolf, who 
were present to see her 
collect the award. 
Hopefully, this may not 
be the only occasion that 
Ellie claims the award. 

The equivalent trophy 
for boys - the Birchgrove 
Cup for the outstanding 
boy - was shared this 
year, by Matthew and his 
training partner, Mike 
Ward (Llanishen). The 
two year-12 students 
made very different 
impacts over the season. 
Matthew was on top in 
the domestic programme, 
claiming the Cardiff and 
the Vale Schools’ league 
points title and the senior 
championships while he 
also won the schools’ sen¬ 
ior boys title at the 
McCain Cardiff Cross 
Challenge in January, a 
feat only ever achieved by 
one Vale-based pupil - 
Nick Comerford, on the 
Fairwater Park course in 
1984. 

Matthew also finished 
third in the senior boys’ 
race at the Aviva Welsh 
Schools National champi¬ 
onships at Brecon, but 
was forced to withdraw 
from the schools’ team at 
the Home Countries 
International in Glasgow. 
He was not back to his 
best when he represented 
Welsh Schools in the 
under-17 section at the 
Virgin Money Giving 
Mini London Marathon. 
That gave Mike his 
opportunity and he earned 
his share of the award fol¬ 
lowing excellent results at 
Glasgow and in the Mini 
Marathon. 

Last year, both 
Cowbridge and Stanwell 
enjoyed unexpected suc¬ 
cess in the winter season 
claiming a host of team 
trophies but there was no 
repeat this time. 

In the league, three 
individuals - St Nicholas 
resident Victoria Shaw 
(Howell’s, year-7), Seren 
Allin (Cowbridge) and 
Matthew - claimed points 
titles, with Seren adding 
the ul4 section to her suc¬ 
cess at year-7 in 2011, but 
only two Vale schools 
gained team awards. 
Cowbridge girls won the 
under-14 section with 
Barry boys taking third 
senior spot in their com¬ 
petition. 

There was greater indi¬ 
vidual success in the 
Championships with 
Seren (under-15), Ellie 
(under-17) and Matthew 
(senior) taking titles and 
Elliot Richards (under-17, 
third), Victoria (year-7, 


second) and year-10 
pupils Kate Coker 
(Stanwell) and Erin 
Hayes (Llantwit) filling 
second and third places in 
the under-17 competition. 

However, only Barry 
and Cowbridge figured 
among the team awards, 
with the Cowbridge girls 
completing the only dou¬ 
ble of A and B awards in 
the same age group, in the 
years 8 and 9 champi¬ 
onships. 

The contribution by 
Vale pupils to the Cardiff 
and the Vale performance 
at the Aviva Welsh 
Schools Nationals at 
Brecon was significant. 
On a day on which the 
district did not match its 
2011 performances, every 
one of the Vale secondary 
schools was represented 
in a 30 strong contingent 
out of a total team of 85, 
down on the 91 in the 
previous year. Both mid¬ 
dle teams scored victories 
while both juniors plus 
the senior boys and year-7 
girls finished in the top 
three, but there was disap¬ 
pointment with the year-7 
boys only finishing fifth 
and the senior girls not 
starting a scoring team of 
six runners. 

Three athletes - Elbe, 
Matthew and Seren Allin 
- were awarded plaques 
for representing Welsh 
Schools at international 
fixtures. 

Plans have already 
been made for next win¬ 
ter’s programme with the 
boys’ starting at Trelai 
Park on Tuesday, 
September 18, and the 
first girls’ fixture due to 
be held at Bryn Hafren on 
Tuesday, September 25.
